The next day 
Gainesville furnishes another report of 
the eamo battle. Then it cornea from 
Jacksonville ami a little later 
from 


Nasau, BO the lighting- ia made to serve 
for several weeks. This SH being done 
systematically by the several persons 
interested in giving a lictious import- 
unco to the trouble, but it is only fair 
that the public should understand the 
motives which impel the scries of hoax 
'battles."

Bdwarde, on South I street, were seen 
to be burning. The buildings were dry, 
contained 
considerable 
hay, 
and 


burned quickly. Mrs. Lebmaon i prang 
out of bed when she discovered the fire, 
and tried to save three hordes in the 
barn. She untied two, but the hay was 
blazing all around her, and she waa un- 
able to untie the third hone, which was 
burned to death. 


Dr. Edwards lost more heavily. Ho 


had two horaea burned, one a fine stal- 
lion worth *1000. The Doctor wasuptown 
when the fire started, and did not arrive 
until both barns had fallen in. 


It ia supposed the fire was started by 


a spark from tho Koliler heuse. Night 
Watchman Elgin was two blocks away 
when the blaze started and ran at full 
gp«ed for the place, but arrived too late 
to aave the horees. 


The losa on Lehmann'a barn and con- 


tents was about $250, with no insur- 
ance. Tho loaa auetamed by Dr., Ed- 
wardi was about $1250, with *2oO in- 
anrance.

Tlie following loiter to M. Pago Minor 


from Frank M. Smith, tho "Uorax 
King," will be of interest to the people 
generally. It is to be hoped that others 
besides Air. Minor will experiment with 
this new preservative, and tho people 
will be pleased to know tho result ob- 
tained. Mr. Minor opened a box of as- 
sorted fruit—cherries, peaches ami cur- 
rants—four tiaya after being packed, 
and the test waa satisfactory, the-fruit 
being as sweet and the flavor as good as 
when plucked from 
tlie trees and 


bushes. He has now a box of plums, 
peaches aud apricots picked and stowed 
in a cool place. At the expiration of 
thirty days ho will open it and note re- 
sults. Following is Mr. Smith's letter: 


There is 110 doubt that borax is a 


preservative, and will to a great extent 
extend the life of fruit. It stems to 
prevent itfl decaying; it will dry instead 
of decaying when put into a box with 
powdered borax. 


Your method of packing fruit was sim- 


ilar to the method followed by myself. 
1 tind that shoe boxes which have been 
caet aside in shoo stores a very good box 
for packing the fruit iu. 


Cberrieu lire rather small and perish- 


able for packing by this method, and I 
do not think there ia any practical ad- 
vantage in shipping fruit this way. The 
practical advantages are in extending the 
life of the fruit, packing it when it is 
plentiful and cheap, and utilizing it 
when U is scarce and dear. 


It is rather oarly in the season to got 


large fruits for experiments. Home of 
my friende, however, are experimenting 
upon limes, lemons, oranges, etc., in 
different ways. Some make a strong 
solution of bor.ix, suspending the fruit 
iu solution for a short time, then take it 
out and pack it away in a cool place. 
Others saturate wrapping paper iu the 
solution, afterwards wrapping the fruit 
in the paper and putting it away. Oth- 
ers are mixing borax with sand, and 
packing the fruit in this mixture. 


Not there is no"* cheaper borax than 


you have been using. You should be 
certain, however, it ia not un. adulter- 
ated article. Tho price you paid for 
powdered borax

know one party in the southern part of 
tho state who told me he paid only 7}^ 
cents a pound for a barrel of powdered 
borax. We sell it in tho east in car 
load lots at 5.!(. cents per pound. You 
ought to be able to buy it in pound pack- 
ages in your city at not to exceed 1- 
centsu pound. 


Oold storage fruit docs not have a good 


flavor, nor does it have a good llnvor 
when packed in sawdust, or raised in a 
hot house. 
Uy thia method the llnvor 


is retained, iu fact it seems to be bettor 
when packed in powdered borax. 


Borax docs not deteriorate in uuy wnj 


in being repeatedly used. Tlie only difll- 
culty 1 find ia that it absorb? the surplus 
moisture in tho fruit, causing it to cake, 
but it can bo dried out, powdered and 
used over and over. 


I shall bo pleased to learn the result 


of any of your experiments, nml will bo 
glad to help you In any way with BUg- 
gestions.

CAX reporter ycaturduy fr.om a reliable 


source that tho San Joaquin Valley Coal 
Hilling Company of thin county has sus- 
lendud operations indefinitely. 
The 


working force, numbering about forty 
lien, has been discharged. 


Tho otlices of tho company are in 


tho Bank of Central California building 


this city, and the local directors are 


Louis Eiiibtein (vice president), L. Ciun- 
delfinger and E. KaunUe (secretary) 
Two oilier directors, including the presi- 
dent, live in Hauford. 


The company's miuea are four miles 


from Coalinga on the Hanford, Huron 
and Alcalde rond, which leaves the main 
line at Gosben Junction. The distance 
from Fresno to the mines on i\n air line 
ia about forty miles, while by rail the 
distance is eighty-nine miles, and from 
Hanford forty-three miles. Tho coal if 
in three seams, one four feet thick and 
tho two others, above and below the 
main seam, are about two feet, and high- 
ly bituminous. The main Beam ap- 
proaches \ery nearly in quality (o the 
Cooa Bay coal, and can ba laid down m 
San Francisco at $3 a ton less. 


The suspension of the company's op- 


erations ia duo to a mistake made three 
years ago, At that time the company 
was doing a good business with an out- 
put of at least 10,000 tons annually 
Tho coal was largely used allthrougl 
the lower valley counties, and iu FruaiH 
county to tho exclusion of almost al 
other coal, especially for manufacturing 
purposes. The directors located a stopi 
by which it was expected to strike con 
nbout o50 feet below tho foot of the hill 
Since then the workmen have been 
struggling continuously to strut up ant 
support inaeees of bad ground nnc 
crumbling rock, while no coal hns ap 
peared. In all thu other loads, how- 
ever, conl ia plentiful, and there is 
enough to support tho county, if not the 
entire valley, for centuries tocorno. Tho 
directors became disheartened nt the 
failure of the stopo project, nnd they 
also met with competition from the 
lumbermen, who Bent down pine loRf 
to tho factories that had been UHing coa 
nnd fixed rates that tho company, in 
view of tho heavy charge for railroad 
transportation, could not hope to com 
peto with. 


The property covers about -100 acres 


and is lurniahod with a railroad truck 
HveJinileB long and n locomotive ot fifty 
tons, by which coal and supplies nti 
hauled to and from the depot at Coal 
iiiga. It is learned on good authority 
that the mine is likely to bo reopened in 
November on a much moro extensive 
scale, and that it will bo operated in 
connection with tho Summit lake irriga 
tion scheme, and possibly with the San 
Joaquin Valley road, which will have a 
branch to Hanford. 


It ia interesting to note that the pros 


pccta of the no* nnd enlarged outer 
prise are exceedingly itood. Tho '1(H 
acres covered by tho company's deeds 
include some excellent beds of gypsum 
of a quality specially suited to the 
wants of the agriculturist. 
Oypaum 


like coal, is n freah water deposit, am 
the occurrence oi the two minerals at 
near together are favorable to certain 
manufactures, that of piaster of Paris 
for example. 


As to tho extent of tlio acreage cov 


ored by the coal deposits, that is a mat 
ter of less consequence than the "dip* 
or the "faults" iu tho strata. Jt rarely 
occurs that beds of coal are contlnuou 
and unbroken, and this Is possibly the 
simple explanation of the* failure of tho 
»om»any'a 6tope in striving to strike a 
particular eeura of coal.

it amounts to a certainty that tho coa 
debits of Or>?!vrea will at once uaaumo 
a high commercial value. A few year 
ago. it was pointed out that if Coalings! 
COal could be laid down in carload lot 
at Loa Angeles at $5.50 per ton it woul 
drive the New Mexico coal from Gallui 
clean out of tho market in Southern 
California.

Cation district is destined to play in th 
evelopment of the Coalinga mines i 


quite important. It haa been learne 
that ox-Attorney General \V. II. 11 
Hart, who is attorney for tho Summ 
Lake concern, has expressed a positiv 
opinion that all its difliculties will h 
settled by October, and then the Coa 
inga mines will at once have $10,000 ex 
pended in improvements with A view t 
insuring a local conl supply for the pump 
ing station and subsidiary works. Ob 
viously, too, the advantage to the nei> 
San Joaquin Valley railroad of a suppl 
ol coal close to Hanford, Viaalta an 
Fresno would be immense, when th 
importance of these towns is considered 


Viewed in this light the temporar 


cloeing of tho mines ia only a ver 
small evil. In three or four month 
time there will be work for all the me 
now employed and for many more.
